ANNUAL REPORT 
SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


Fenitow Crrrzexs: 

Your committee would submit the following Report of the 
schools for the year now closed : 

It is not an easy matter to form a full and correct estimate 
of ateacher’s ability and work, from an hour or two spent 
in the school-room. .The general impression made upon the 
mind of the visitor during such a visit might not give a cor- 
rect idea of the school. Remembering this, I shall attempt 
to present a tolerably honest Report. 

During the past year schools have been kept in every dis- 
trict in town. Most of the teachers employed have been 
those who have taught before, and the majority of them have 
been residents of the town. Some of the teachers were not 
careful to procure certificates before they commenced their 
schools. ‘The Prudential Committees hired them, and per- 
mitted them to enter upon their labors without such certifi- 
cates. This is contrary to law, and ought not to be allowed. 
Most of the teachers during the year have given satisfaction, 
and the pupils have been benefited. In some of the schools — 
there are too many classes, and too great-a variety of text 
books. Willson’s series of Readers and Spellers are in most 
of the schools. They were introduced last year. During 
the present vear, no change has been made in text books. 
All of the schools would be greatly benefited by procuring 
outline maps of some kind, Map-drawing has been practis- 
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ed by the scholars, and tis exercise has been of advantage 
to them. It fixes the locality of the various countries, moun- 
tains, rivers, &c., in their minds better than can be done in 
any other way. < 

~ A new school building has been erected in District No. 5, 
at an expense of three hundred dollars. Other districts sadly 
need new buildings. Before they take measures to secure 
them, it would be well to think seriously of some plan to re- 
duce the number of districts. ‘Ten school-houses, in favara- 
ble positions, would accommodate all the scholars of the 
town, and’render our schools much better than they now are. 
If I could hope that my words would add any weight to the 
suggestions of my worthy predecessors, [ should most earn- 
estly recommend that some measures be taken to redistrict 
the town. It is time to act in this matter. Our schools, as 
they are now, are not accomplishing the amount of good that 
they might. The healthful stimulant of large and well 
trained classes will incite the scholars to diligence and earn- 
est study. ‘This they do not have in many schools. | With- 
out it, ambition fails and zeal dies. Some method should 
be adopted to increase the usefulness of our schools. - 

With these suggestions I present a detailed report of each 

school. 


SDISTRICT NOs. L. 

Summer and Winter terms were both taught by Miss Ma- 
ry C. Heath of this town. Miss Heath is a teacher of some 
experience, and she worked hard to make the terms success- 
ful. The scholars learned well, and seemed to be interested 
in their studies. ‘The progress made was good; in one or 
two cases it was unusual. Summer term, 11 weeks. Whole 
number of scholars, 20. Avarage attendance, 14. Winter 
term, 14 weeks.. Number of scholars, 17. Average attend- 
ance, 11.

DISTRICT NO. :2. 


Summer term of 6 weeks, taught by Miss Mary L. Flan- 
ders, of Hopkinton. She seemed interested in her work. 
‘The order was good, and some progress was made by the 
scholars, though the term was so short. ‘There was not the 
sympathy between teacher and scholars that would have been 
desirable. Whole number of scholars, 11. Average attend- 
ance, 9. 


Winter term of 9 weeks, kept by Mr. John C. Hammond, 
of this town. Mr. Hammond’s reputation as a teacher had 
been established before he taught this term. Under his 
management, the school appeared quiet and orderly. He 
had the respect and co-operation of the scholars, and worked 
to do them good. Whole number of scholars, 14; average 
attendance, 7. 


DISTRICLT NO. 3. 

Summer term of 7 weeks, taught by Miss Laura A. Clough, 
of this town. Miss Clough had taught before. At the first 
of the school, the scholars were not as quiet and orderly as 
could have been wished. ‘The teacher reports much improve- 
ment in this respect, and a fair progress in studies. The 
term closed abruptly, at the end of seven weeks. Not being 
intormed of its close, I visited the school but once. Whole 
number of scholars, 25; average, 18. 


Winter term of 10 weeks, tanght by Miss Emma E. Gault, 
of this town. ‘This was Miss Gault’s first attempt at teach- 
ing. ‘The school was very small. ‘The teacher was able to 
devote more time and attention to the different classes than 
usual, there being so few of them. — As the result, the schol- 
ars learned well, and made good progress in their studies. 
Whole number of scholars, 6; average, 3. 
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DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Summer and Winter terms were both taught by Miss Ada 
I. Kinne, of Hanover. Miss Kinne is quite an experienced 
teacher. Under her judicious management, both terms were 
successful. ‘The order was good. The discipline was mild, 
but firm. Good progress was made in studies. ‘The exam- 
jnations were creditable both to teacher and scholars. Length 
ot Summer term, 9 weeks; number of scholars, 11; average 
attendance, 8. Winter term, 19 weeks; whole number of 
scholars, 13; average, 8. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


One term of 14 weeks, taught by Miss Clara Belle Clark, 
of Hooksett. Miss Clark never taught before, but in this, 
her first attempt, she met with a good degree of success. 
She taught a few weeks in a private house, as the school 
building was not completed, At first she had only three 
scholars, but more came in when the school was moved to 
the new house. ‘The school was quiet and orderly. Fair 
advancement was made in studies. Whole number of schol- 
a18, 115 average, 4.

DISTRICT NO. 6. 


There was only one term of school during the year. This 
was 14 weeks in length, and taught by Miss Sarah J. Colby, 
of this town. This was Miss Colby’s debut as a teacher. 
Under her care the. school seemed to be quite well trained. 
‘The teacher was some interested in her work. ‘The examin- 
ation showed that fair progress had been made. Whole 
number of scholars, 16; average attendance, 11. 
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DISTRICT NO. 7. 

Summer term of 7 weeks, kept by Miss Annie W. Good- 
hue, of this town. Miss Goodhue had taught before in this 
town. She was interested in her work, and entered upon it 
‘‘ with a determination to have a successful term.” The or- 
der was excellent, and the progress good. ‘The closing ex- 
amination was satisfactory. Whole number of scholars, 9; 
average attendance, 8. , 


Winter term of 11 weeks, under the care of Mr. Rufus H. 
Wheeler, of this town. ‘The bearing of the teacher towards 
the pupils was kind and mild; they had a respect for him, 
A few of the scholars might have studied more diligently, 
with profit to themselves, and the school. <A fair amount of 
progress was made. Whole number of scholars, 14 ; average 
attendance, 10. 


DISTRICT cas 


Summer term of 8 weeks, taught by Miss Mary L. Mer- 
rill, of Concord. Miss Merrill isa fine scholar, and a teach- 
er of some experience. She worked hard to make the school 
of real benefit to the pupils. The order was very good. ‘The 
teacher and scholars did not seem to thoroughly understand 
each other. The progress made was good. Compositions 
were written by the larger scholars, and the reading of them 
formed a very pleasant part of the examination. Whole 
number of scholars, 10 ; average attendance, 8. 


Winter term of 13 weeks, taught by Miss Annie W. Good- 
hue, of this town. This was a good school. The teacher 
entered into her work earnestly, and soon won the respect 
and affection of the scholars. Vocal music was practised dur- 
ing both terms. The scholars made good advancement in 
their studies. Whole number of scholars, 15; average, 12. 
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DISTRICT NO. -9. 


One term of 12 weeks, with Miss Sarah A. Ball, of Au- 
burn, teacher. Miss Ball had taught before in this town, 
and had been reported a successful teacher. The school, un- 
der her able management, was of real advantage to the schol- 
ars. . She gained their respect and co-operation. The teach- 
er offered prizes to awaken interest on the part of the pupils, 
and they were presented at the close of the term. ‘The pro- 
gress made was very. satisfactory. Whole number of schol- 


ars, 17; average, 13. 


DISTRICT NO, 10. 

Summer term of 9 weeks, kept by Miss Hattie A. Simonds, 
of Dunbarton. Miss Simonds did her best to make this term 
successful. Her efforts were seconded by the scholars. There 
were too many classes in the school. ‘he order was good. 
The closing examination passed off pleasantly, and creditably 
to all concerned. Whole number of scholars, 28; average 
attendance, 23. 

Winter term of 9 weeks, taught by Mr. John ©. Hammond, 
of this town. Under the care of Mr. Hammond the school 
appeared well. ‘lhe scholars seemed interested in their stud- 
ies, and a fair progress was made. ‘here was too great a 
variety of text books, and too many classes in the school. 
Whole number of scholars, 28; average attendance, 24. 


DISTRICT NO. Ll. 

Summer Term of 9 weeks, kept by Miss Clara J. Kendall, 
of this town. ‘This was Miss Kendall’s first effort as a teach- 
er. She appeared well in the school-room, and the scholars 
made fair progress in their studies. Whole number of schol- 
ars, 10; average attendance, 11. ee 


. 
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Winter term of 12 weeks, Miss Nellie E. Gault. of this 
town, teacher. Miss Gault seemed to love her work, and 
from the first had a quiet and orderly school. The maps 
drawn by the scholars did them credit. Speaking and sing- 
ing made an agreeable part of the examination. Some of the 
classes made excellent progress. Number of scholars, 17; 
average attendance, 14. 


DISTRICT NO. 12, 


One term of 12 weeks, taught by Miss Georgia W. Head, 
of Hooksett. She was reported last year as a successful 
teacher. At the first of the term the school appeared well, 
and the teacher was laboring faithfully for the good of the 
pupils. Was not informed of the close of the term, and 
cannot speak of progress made. ‘he school register was not 
promptly returned at the close of the school. Whole num- 
ber of scholars, 12; average attendance, 8. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 

Fall and Winter terms both taught by. Miss Melinda J. 
Burroughs, of this town. Miss Burroughs did her best to 
make the school successful. ‘The scholars made considera- 
ble improvement in their studies during both terms. Length 
of Fall term, 12 weeks. Whole number of scholars, 13 ; 
average attendance, 8. Winter term, 12 weeks. Number 
of scholars, 8; average, 7. ) 


DISTRICT NO, 14.) 
During the summer, the scholars attended school in Dist. 
No. 3. Winter term of 8 weeks, taught by Miss Thera J. 
Wheeler, of this town. Miss Wheeler is a teacher of con- 
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siderable experience. In the school-room she appeared very 
well; and the school was quiet, and seemed to be well disci- 
_ plined. The teacher reports that she has “ nothing but pleas- 
ant recollections connected with the school.” Did not visit 
it but once. Whole number of scholars, 27; average attend- 
ance, 21. 

During the year, 18 different teachers have been employed 
in the town; 14 of these have taught before ; 11 of them were 
residents of the town. Number of visits made by the Su- 
perintending School Committee, 48. Visits by Prudential 
Committees, 10. Citizens of the town have made more than 
three hundred visits to the schools.
